When the sun had thrown down a few 
rays at 5 o’clock Friday morning prepara- 
tory to getting up steam for the day, the 
mercury took its place at T7 deg. 

At 6 o’clock the quicksilver had moved 
to 79. It stood at 80 at 7 o’clock, 81 at 8, 82 
at 9, 8 at 10, 8 at 11, 89 at noon, and atl 
o’clock it was resting at 91%, with plenty 
of life left to climb still higher. 

“It’s just this hot all over the country,” 
said Dr. Frankenfield in the United States 
weather office Friday afternoon, “If there 
are any cool places to be found anywhere 
they are along the Atlantic coast. There 
is a low barometer in the Southwest, That 
means no hope for the sweltering residents 
of St. Lou's. Of course, there aré chances 


for a thunder storm now and then, which 
may cool the atmosphere, but the showers 
are not at all certain. 

It is extremely warm throught the North- 
west. The humidity ir St. uls to-day is 
81 degrees, which is rather high for the 
temperature.

FIRED FROM AMBUSH. 


Unknown Assassin Fatally Wounds a 
Chicago Man, 


CHICAGO, July 2.—While Charles Nelson, 
8238 Graves place, a stenographer, sat on a 
bench in Washington Park last night with 
his companion in a bicycle ride, Miss Mar- 
garet Staples, 1557 Michigan avenue, an un- 
known assassin fired three bullets at him 
from the cover of a lilac bush. One bullet 
entered Nelson's body near the heart, an- 
other pierced his neck and the third wound- 
ed him in the fleshy part of the leg. Nelson 
was immediately taken to the hospital, 
where the physicians pronounced the 
wounds fatal. After firing the three shots, 
the assassin ran away and was soon lost 
sight\ of in the large crowd that gathered. 
The cause of the shooting is unknown. 
Nelson formerly lfved in Cadillac, Mich.

Ex-Gov. Francis; in his Post-Dispatch

Francis puts the case concisely in 
saying: “The grain business is going to 
be done by the cheapest and most direct 
lines of transportation from the flelds to 
the consuming markets of Europe.”

St, Louis will grow rather than languish 
as @ grain market, under proper condi- 
tions of development. 

Grain seeks the cheapest route for ex- 
port. Time is not of the essence of the 


trade, Certainty, safety and cheapness 


are the things to be considered. And 
while, as Gov. Francis points out, rail- 
road rates to Gulf ports threaten to divert 
much of St. Louis’ grain traffic, the 
danger will disappear when better nav!i- 
gation is secured. The improvement of 
the Mississippi River will meet effectually 


the railroad and Gulf situations. 


As to grain inspection, elevator charges 
and transportation rates, they are things

Williams Pleaded Guilty and the Court 
Ordered Him Imprisoned Until 
Death Should Come. 


On his plea of guilty Charles Williams 
was given a life sentence to the peniten- 
tiary in Judge Zachritz’ court Friday 

* morning. . . 

He was charged with attempted burglary 
and larceny under the habitual criminal 
act, 

In 1885 Williams was tried for m er | 
the first degree. He was foupda guilty 
murder in the second degree and was sen- 
‘tenced to twenty-five years in the peniten- 
tlary. 

In 1892 he was pardoned by Gov. Francis. 
Last May, Williams, who is 56 years 0/4, 
broke into a vacant house on Wash street. 
He had some property in his possession 
when he was arrested. 

When he was arraigned before Judge 
Zachritz and asked to plead, he said he 
would plead guilty under certain circum- 
stances. Those circumdfancen he explained 
to the court, meant a three years’ sentence. 
Judge Zachritz told the prisoner that he 
would make no terms. He informed Will- 
james that the charge was serious, and he 
must plead either guilty or not guilty, 

"Iam guilty, then,” he said. 

“Well, Williams, you are an old man and 
have been in the penitentiary before. Your 
offense is a serious one. You should have 
known better after having been punished 
onee to violate the law again so soon after 
receiving a pardon. I see no reason why 
you @hould not receive the full force of 
the law. Therefore, I sentence you to the 
penitentiary for the remainder of your nat- 
ural life. I will give another Governor a 
chance to pardon you.” 


Joseph Schwartz was charged with grand 
larceny. He admitted stealing $36.10. He 
was allowed to plead guilty to petty lar- 
ceny and was given one year in the Work- 
house. He is only 19 and it és his first of- 
Tense. .

Archbishop Kain Is preparing for his vis- 
itation “ad Iimina”’ to the Vatican. He will 
sail from New York, Julg 31, on the Umbria. 
In the midst of his preparations the Arch- 
bishop takes time to emphatically deny the 
sensational report of his being summoned 
to Rome. 

“There is no truth tn that whatever,” ne 
said. “My visit to Rome is merely the de- 
cennial one. fulfilling the obligation I took 
and all bishops take when they are placed 
over a see. 

“As it is, I am two years overdue. The or- 
der for bishops’ visits to the Pope was pro- 
mulgated in 1565, and we should réport there 
every tenth year. You see how I am late. I 
shal! report on the condition of the diocese, 
receive any instructions the Pope and Vati- 
can may give and return home.

BYNUM'S PLANS. 


Says the National Democracy Is Going 
to Make a Fight in All 
the States. 


NEW YORK, July 2—William D. Bynum, 
Chairman of the Democratic Gold Commit- 
tee, hopes to be able to take the fleld when 
the campaign opens tn the Middle Western 
States, He stated that the gold standard 
Democracy was founded and made its best 
showing in the campaign of 1896, and Mr. 
Bynum says that a vigorous effort will be 
made to strengthen the party in all these 
States, and Kentucky and Ohio. “In Ken- 
tucky,” says Mr. Bynum, “the prospects are 
bright. The sound money Democrats will 
hold their convention on July 14. Former 
Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle will pre- 
side and Gen. Buckner and Mr. Breckin- 
ridge will be delegates. The men it nomi- 
nates for Governor and other State officers 
-will. be elected. The Republicans have al- 
ready appointed a committee to confer with 
the National Democratic Committee, and 
that party will indorse our nominees. This 
will insure their election. 

“In Ohio and Iowa we are very strong. In 
Towa we bave with us the dest and most 
influential men of the State. The issue has 
been very clearly drawn there by the fusion 
of the free silver Republicans, the Bryan 
Democrats and two-thirds of the Populists 
As one-third of the Populists have revolted 
from the fusion party the prospects are good 
for large gains in the ranks of the sound 
poner Democrats. Mr. Boies has practi- 
cally left the Bryan Democrats, because he 
does not want free coinage at 16 to 1. 

“It is the desire of the committee that the 
National Democrats in these States place 
separate tickets in the field, and that a 
vigorous campaign in behalf of sound money 
be made in éach. In case the State organiza- 
tion In these States determine to nominate 
separate tickets, it is the purpose of the Na- 
tional Committee to give them the earnes 
support of the national organization. . 

“We shall hold a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the National Democracy in 
the headquarters here July 21. At that meet- 
ing the campaigns In Kentucky, Ohio, Iowa 
and other States will be considered.”’ 

Mr. Bynum said that in his recent trip 
through the South he was very much en- 
couraged, as he found there a much more

JAPS’ GREAT WALL. 


To Bar Out All Goods From United 
States If Dingley Tariff Be- 
comes a Law. 


VICTORIA, B. C., July 2.—Count Okuma, 
the Prime Minister and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Japan, delivered himself ag fol- 
lows at Shizuoka recently with regard to 
the new tariff now being revised by Ameri- 
can legislators: 

“Referring to the proposed customs du- 
ties, I may say that it is a very importent 
subject and bears upon the tea business of 
the Shizuoka prefecture. I cannot make 
conclusive statements regarding the tariff, 
but I believe that the majority of the peo- 
ple of the United States are opposed to its 
coming into force. We feel sorry, for the 
imposi, ~n is so heavy a tax, which will 
prove un impediment to general trade, 
which trade has connected us seo closely 
with the United States. 

On account of the heavy duty to be im- 
posed on tea an equivalent duty will be 
put on our chief articles of export, such as 
silks, rugs and carpets. This is an un- 
Jleasant fact to face, but there is no help 
or it. The proposed new tariff will affect 
Japan more than it will England, France 
and Belgium. It eppears that the only 
course open is to warn America that Ja- 
a and other powers will reciprocate by 
mposing heavy duties upon her goods.’’

FUND FOR STREETS WILL NOT BE 
INCREASED. 


MR. MILNER IS SORRY OF IT. 


He Could Let Contracts and Thus Foil 
the Scheme to Employ 
Inspectors. 


The programme to appropriate a large 
eum for street improvement work will not 
be carried out. “Members of the Joint Ways 
and Means Committee have discovered that 
if the money is appropriated for street im- 
provement work it will be used for that 
purpose. 

The scheme, as told in Thursday's Post- 
Dispatch, was to appropriate a large 
amount for street improvement work and 
after the adoption of the charter amend- 
ment imposing all the cost on the property 
owners to transfer the money to the street 
cleaning fund and devote it to the employ- 
ment of inspectors, the authority to ap- 
point whom {fs conferred on the Mayor by 
the Wittenberg bill. 

Street Commissioner Milner says he would 
be tickled to death if they would try that 
kind of @ game. It would be no trick for 
him to have contracts let for a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth of im- 
provement work before the charter revision 
election. 

The committee may go to the other ex+ 
treme and scale down the appropriation 
for street improvements. Mr. Milner asked 
for $100,000. He was frankly told by Comp- 
troller Sturgeon before the ordinance was 
submitted to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee that it was doubtful if he could have 
pny money, @s the revenue in sight would 

e barely sufficient to meet the city’s cur- 
rent expenses. Milner feels sure that the 
assembly will give him something, though, 
because the constituents of the members 
demand it for the work it will give. 

It ie not now probable that Mr. Milner 
will get the $100.000 for street improvements 
he asked for. The appropriation last year 
was ef $40,000 and the city was in better 
financial condition than now. He will prob- 
only be given a smal] amount in the ex- 
pectation that the adoption of the charter 
amendment will admit of catching up next 
year. 

Mr. Milner does not approve of the amend. 
ment abolishing the 2% per cent rule. “It 
doesn’t strike me ag exactly fair,”’ he says, 
“to make the change at this time. . Here- 
tofore the city has paid for the grading 
and the excess. That is to say, they have 
been pa‘d for by all of the tax-payers. Peo- 
ple on unimproved streets have thue helped 
to pay for the improvement of other streets. 
Now, if this amendment is adopted, the 
property-owners will have to bear the total 
cost of the improvement of their streets and 
will get no aseistance from the people on 
other streets, whom they helped. 

“And then, with the limitation removed, 
an improvement would often mean the vir- 
tual confiscation of property of people who 
could not afford to pay the whole of their 
Share of the cost.”’

BELIEVED THAT THE DISRUPTED 
TRUST IS REORGANIZED. 


WHY LETTING WAS POSTPONED. 


Mr. Carroll Anxious That the Contract 
Be Given Only to a Local 
Firm. 


A month ago the Board of Public Improve- 
ments opened bids for furnishing 3,200 tons 
of water pipe. There was great rejoicing 
when it was seen by the low bids that the 
Water Pipe Trust, which had been exacting 
large prices from the city, was disrupted, 
The city had been paying $17, $18, and as high 
as $25 per ton. On this letting the Ad- 
dyston Pipe and Stee} Co. of Cincinnati 
was the lowest bidder, at $14.57 a ton. - 

The law requires the appfoval of the City 
Council to all contracts and bonds. The 
Board of Public Improvements awarded the 
contract, as it was obliged by the charter 
to do, to the Addyston company, and sent 
the contract and bond to the Council. 

The matter came up at Tuesday night’s 
meeting. Councilman Carroll wanted to 
know if the policy of the administration 
was not to favor home companies, Nobody 


denied it. 

“Then why is this contract not awarded 
to a local firm?’ he demanded. 

Somebody suggested that the charter re- 
quired thé-contract to be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

“Then why was not a local company the 
lowest bidder?’ Mr. Carroll cried. Nobody 
could answer that. 

“Well, I move,” said Mr. Carroll, “that 
the matter be laid over one week and the 
Secretary be instructed to request an ex- 
planation of the Board of Pubiic Improve- 
ments as to why the lowest bidder was not 
a local concern.” The motion prevailed. 

It is probable that the Council will re- 
fuse to confirm the contract and order a 
reletting. By that time4t is probable that 
the trust companies will patch up their dif- 
ferences and screw the price up around $20. 
The only local pipe company is the Shickie, 
Harrison & Howard Iron Co. This company 
was formerly a member of the trust. If 
peace is declared among the warring com- 
pahies the local concern will be allowed to 
put In the lowest bid. The contract will be 
awarded to it. The work will not be done 
here, though. All the pipe work secured by 
this company ts done by the Howard-Har- 
rison company at Bessemer, Ala. 

There is every likelihood that the trust 
will be re-formed before another letting, It 
has been broken up several times by Inter- 
nal dissensions, but one letting under free 
competition has always been endugh to 
make the companies come together again. 

If the charter did not stand in the way 
the Council would have awarded the pres- 
ent contract to the local company. Its bid 
was $16.45 a to ageregating for the 3,200 
tons $52,640 or $6,016 more than the Cincin- 
nati Company. 

Mayor Ziegenhein has several times de- 
clared his purpose of having the charter so 
amended before it is submitted to the peo- 
ple as to permit the Board of Public Im- 
provements to award contracts to the 
‘best’’ bidders, 
mean “local” at least as long ag his admin- 
istration lasts. 

Water Commissioner Holm4An was asked 
how the law, amended as proposed, would 
work. “I much prefer,” he sald, “that it 
remain as it ts. he Board now has no dis- 
cretion. It must award the contract to the 
lowest responsible bidder. Any other ar- 
rangement would be prolific of scandals, 
The Board would be constantly under eus- 
picion, whether justly or mot, of throwing 
contracts. 

“In England the officer or board author- 
ized to receive bids is vested with power 


to declare beforehand what bidders are re- | 


sponsible. The contract then goes to the 
lowest of the bidders permitted to compete. 
That is the nearest approach to vesting the 
amarding body with discretion that I know 
0 fe

MRS. ADDIE JOHNSON WILL TAKE 
PASTEUR TREATMENT. 


“BOSS” DIED IN CONVULSIONS. 


No Symptoms Have Developed, but the 
Lady’s Physicians Recommend 
That She Take Precautions. | 


Mrs. Addie M. Johnson, until recently 
State President of the Missourl Woman’s 
Suffrage Association, and a prominent 
member of the W. C. T. U., will go to New 
York to-night to take the, Pasteur hydro- 
phobia cure. 

She has not yet developed symptoms of 
rabies. She does not bark, bite or froth 
at the mouth and shows no aversion to 
water. , o 

A scar on her hand caused by the bite of 
a pet collie has caused her some alarm for 
three weeks, and she will take the Pasteur 
treatment as a precaution. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mrs. Jobn- 
son sald Friday morning: 

“IT am sorry my intention has become 
known. There ts really no cause for alarm, 


but I have been advised that poor little 
Boss died with hydrophobia. I Intended to 
take the treatment quietly. I dread pub- 
licity, not on my own account, but because 
ft irritates Mr. Johnson.” 

The distinguished woman suffragist then 
told how she had been bitten. ‘Boss was, 
I belleve, the most intelligent dog I ever 
saw. He just knew everything. There was 
a tacit understandin between me and 
Boss that whenever 1 had been out and re- 
turned home he was to be let out for a 
romp. One day about a month ago I let 
him out to play. When he came back he 
had been bitten on the throat and face. 

“T just thought Boss had met another Ht- 
tle dog and had a quarrel. I got some med- 
icine for him. He grew worse, and I know 
that with his doe’s mind he reasoned that 
the medicine I gave him was making him 
s'tk. He must have thought !t all over 
and decided that he would take no more 
medicine, for one day, while I was treating 
him, he bit my hand. The bite was deep; 
you can see the scar now. 

‘‘Boss bit me about three weeks ago. He 
grew worse steadily, and died In convulsions 
a few days later. My hand and arm swelled 
to enormous proport ons 

‘When Bob died such 
was somewhat alarmed. 

“One physician advised me to take the 
Paateur treatment. A friend of mine wrote 
to the New York Institute for the symp- 
toms of hydrophobia. The reply indicated 
that Boss had died with rabies, Though he 
drank water freely the doctors said that was 
not uncommon in hydrophobla cases. 

“T intended to leave for New York to- 
night, but this horrid Baggy A may cause 
a delay. I would rather nothing would be 
said about it. I know little about the treat- 

ent, but I understand I will have to xo 
Go the Institute regularly to take hypodermic 
njections of the cure. I do not know how 
long I shall remain in New York.”

NEW YORK, July 2.—William D. Bynum, 
Chairman of the Democratic Gold Commit- 
tee, hopes to be able to take the fleld when 
the campaign opens in the Middle Western 
States, He stated that the gold standard 
Democracy was founded and made its best 
showing in the campaign of 1896, and Mr. 
Bynum says that a vigorous effort will be 
made to strengthen the party in all these 
States, and Kentucky and Ohio. “In Ken- 
tucky,” says Mr. Bynum, “the prospects are 
bright. The sound money Democrats will 
hold their convention on July 14. Former 
Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle will pre- 


side and Gen. Buckner and Mr. Breckin- 
ridge will be delegates. The men it nomi- 
nates for Governor and other State officers 
will be elected. The Republicans have al- 
ready appointed a committee to confer with 
the National Democratic Committee, and 
that party will indorse our nominees. This 
will insure their election. 

“In Ohio and Iowa we are very strong. In 
Towa we bave with us the best and most 
influential men of the State. The issue has 
been very clearly drawn there by the fusion 
of the free silver Republicans, the Bryan 
Democrats and two-thirds of the Populists 
As one-third of the Populists have .revoited 
from the fusion party the prospects are good 
for large gains in the ranks of the sound 
oney Democrats. Mr. Boles has practi- 
cally left the Bryan Democrats, because he 
does not want free coinage at 16 to 1.

JAPS GREAT WALL. 


To Bar Out All Goods From United 
States If Dingley Tariff Be- 
comes a Law. 


VICTORIA, B. C., July 2.—Count Okuma, 
the Prime Minister and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of*Japan, delivered himself as fol- 
lows at Shizuoka recently with regard to 
the new tariff now being revised by Ameri- 
can legislators: 

“Referring to the proposed customs du- 
ties, I may say that it is a very importent 
subject and bears upon the tea business of 
the Shizuoka prefecture. I cannot make 
conclusive statements regarding the tariff, 
but I believe that the majority of the peo- 
ple of the United States are opposed to its 
coming into force. We feel sorry, for the 
imposition is so heavy a tax, which will 
prove an impediment to general trade, 
which trade has connected us so closely 
with the United States. 

On account of the heavy duty to be im- 

posed on tea an equivalent duty will be 
put on our chief articles of export, such as 
silks, rugs and carpets. This is an un- 
leasant fact to face, but there is no help 
or it. The proposed new tariff will. affect 
Japan more than it will England, France 
and Belgium. It eppears that the only 
course open is to warn America that Ja- 
an and other powers will reciprocate by 
mposing heavy duties upon her goods,.”’

MR. MILNER IS SORRY OF IT. 


He Could Let Contracts and Thus Foil 
the Scheme to Employ 
Inspectors. 


The programme to appropriate a large 
sum for street improvement work will not 
be carried out. Members of the Joint Ways 
and Means Committee have discovered that 
if the ‘money is appropriated for street im- 
provement work it will be used for that 
purpose. 

The scheme, as told in Thursday’s Post- 
Dispatch, was to- appropriate a large 
amount for street Improvement work and 
after the adoption of the charter amend- 
ment imposing all the cost on the property 
owners to transfer*the money to the street 
cleaning fund and devote it to the employ- 
ment of inspectors, the authority to ap- 
point whom {s conferred on the Mayor by 
the Wittenberg bill. 

Street Commissioner Milner says he would 
be tickled to death if they would try that 
kind of a game. It would be no trick for 
him to have contracts let for a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth of im- 
provement work before the charter revision 
election. 

The committee may go to the other ex- 
treme and scale down the appropriation 
for street improvements. Mr. Milner asked 
for $100,000. He was frankly told by Comp- 
troller Sturgeon before the ordinance was 
submitted to the Ways and Means Commit- 


any money, @s the revenue in sight would 
be barely sufficient to meet the city’s cur- 
rent expenses. Milner feels sure that the 
assembly will give him something, though, 
because the constituents of the members 
demand it for the work it will give. 

It ie not now probable that Mr. Milner 
will get the $100,000 for street improvements 
he asked for. -The appropriation last year 
was only $40,000 and the city was in better 
financial condition than now. He will prob- 
ably be given a smal] amount in the ex- 
pectation that the adoption of the charter 
amendment will admit of catching up next 
year. 

Mr. Milner does not approve of the amend. 
ment abolishing the 2% per.cent rule. “It 
doesn’t strike me as exactly fair,”” he says, 
“to make the change at this time. Here- 
tofore the city has paid for the grading 
and the excess. That is to say, they have 
been paid for by all of the tax-payers. Peo- 
ple on unimproved streets have thus helped 
to pay for the improvement of other streets. 
Now, if this amendment is adopted, the 
property-owners will have to bear the total 
cost of the improvement of their streets and 
will get no aseistance from the people on 
other streets, whom they helped. 

“And then, with the limitation removed, 
an improvement would often mean the vir- 
tual confiscation of property of people who 
could not afford to pay the whole of their 
share of the cost.”’

TRUST IS REORGANIZED. 


WHY LETTING WAS POSTPONED. 


Mr. Carroll Anxious That the Contract 
Be Given Only to a Local 
Firm. 


A month ago the Board of Public Improve- 
ments opened bids for furnishing 3,200 tons 
of water pipe. There was great rejoicing 
when it was seen by the low bids that the 
Water Pipe Trust, which had been exacting 
large prices from the city, was disrupted, 
The city had been paying $17, $18, and as high 
as $25 per ton. On this letting the Ad- 
dyston Pipe and Stee} Co. of Oincinnati 


The law requires the approval of the City 
Council to all contracts and bonds. The 
Board of Public Improvements awarded the 
contract, as it was obliged by the charter 
to do, to the Addyston company, and sent 
the contract and bond to the Council. 

The matter came up at Tuesday night's 
meeting. Councilman Carroll wanted to 
know if the policy of. the administration 
was not to favor home companies, Nobody 


denied it. 
“Then why is this contract not awarded 


to a local firm?’’ he demanded. 

Somebody suggested that the charter re- 
quired the contract to be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

“Then why was not a local company the 


lowest bidder?’ Mr. Carroll cried. Nobody 
could answer that. 

‘Well, I move,” said Mr. Carroll, “‘that 
the matter be laid over one week and the 
Secretary be instructed to request an ex- 
planation of the Board of Pubiic Improve- 
ments as to why the lowest bidder was not 
a local concern.”” The motion prevailed. 

It is probable that the Council will re- 
fuse to confirm the contract and order a 
reletting. By that time it is probable that 
the trust companies will patch up their dif- 
ferences and screw the price up around $20, 
The only local pipe company is the Shicklie. 
Harrison & Howard Iron Co. This company 
was formerly a member of the trust. If 
peace is deciared among the warring com- 
panies the local concern will be allowed to 
put In the lowest Bid. The contract will be 
awarded to it. The work will not be done 
here, though. All the pipe work secured by 
this company ts done by the Howard-Har- 
rison company at Bessemer, Ala. 

There is every likelihood that the trust 
will be re-formed before another letting. It 
has been broken up several times by inter- 
nal dissensions, but One letting under free 
competition has always been -endugh to 
make the companies come together again. 

If the charter did. not stand in the way 
the Council would have awarded the pres- 
ent contract to the local company. Its bid 
was $16.45 a ton, aggregating for the 3.900 
tons $52,640 or $6,016 more than the Cincin- 
nati Company. 

Mayor Ziegenhetin- has several times de- 
clared his purpose of having the charter so 
amended before it is submitted to the peo- 
ple as to permit the Board of Public Im- 
yrovements to award contracts to the 
‘best’”’ bidders. “Rest,” he says, would 
mean “local” at least as long ag his admin- 
istration lasts. ‘ 

Water Commissioner Holman was asked 
how the law, amended as proposed, would 


work. “I much prefer.” he said, “that It 
remain as it ts. he Board now has no dis- 
cretion. It must award the contract to the 


lowest responsible bidder. Any other ar- 
rangement would be prolific of ecandals. 
The Board would be constantly under eus- 
picion, whether justly or mot, of throwing 
contracts. 

“In England the officer or board author- 
ized to receive bids is vested with power 
to declare beforehand what bidders are re- 
sponsible. The contract then goes to the 
lowest of the bidders permitted to compete. 
That is the nearest approach to vesting the 
exoreing body with discretion that I know 
oO ‘*

“BOSS” DIED IN CONVULSIONS. 


No Symptoms Have Developed, but the 
Lady’s Physicians Recommend 
That She Take Precautions. | 


Mrs. Addie M. Johnson, until recently 
State President of the Missourl Woman’s 
Suffrage Association, and a prominent 
member of the W. C. T. U., will go to New 
York to-night to take the, Pasteur hydro- 
phobia cure. 

She has not yet developed symptoms of 


rabies. She does not bark, bite or froth 
at the mouth and shows no aversion to 
water. 


A scar on her hand caused by the bite of 
a pet collie has caused her some alarm for 
three weeks, and she will take the Pasteur 
treatment as a precaution. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mrs. Jobn- 
son said Friday morning: 

“IT am sorry my intention has become 
known. There is really no cause for alarm, 


but I have been advised that poor little 
Boss died with hydrophobia. I Intended to 
take the treatment quietly. I dread pub- 
licity, not on my own account, but because 
ft irritates Mr. Johnson.” 

The distinguished woman suffragist then 
told how she had been bitten. ‘Boss was, 
I believe, the most intelligent dog I ever 
saw. He just knew everything. There was 
a tacit yor vae 5 | between me and 
Boss that whenever I had been out and re- 
turned home he was to be let out for a 
romp. One day about a month ago I let 
him out to play. When he came back he 
had been bitten on the throat and face. 

“IT just thought Boss had met another lit- 
tle dog and had a quarrel. I got some med- 
icine for him. He grew worse, and I know 
that with his dog’s mind he reasoned that 
the medicine I gave him was making him 
s'ck. He must have thought it all over 
and decided that he would take no more 
gg egg for one day, while I was treating 

im, he bit my hand. The bite was deep; 
you can see the scar now. 

‘‘Boss bit me about three weeks ago. He 
grew worse eteedHy, and died In convulsions 
a few days later. My hand and arm swelled 
to enormous proport ons. 

‘When Bob died such a hornble death I 
was somewhat alarmed. 

“One physician advised me to take the 
Paateur treatment. A friend of mine wrote 
to the New York Institute for the symp- 
toms of hydrophobia. The reply indicated 
that Boss had died with rabies, Though he 
drank water freely the doctors said that was 
not uncommon in hydrophobla cases. 

“I intended to leave for New York to- 
night, but this horrid publicity may cause 
a delay. I would rather nothing would be 
said about !t. I know little about the treat. 
ment, but I understand I will have to 
to the Institute regularly to take hypoder ~ 
injections of the cure. I do not know how 
long I shall remain in New York.”
